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1. FOLLOWING DISCUSSIONS HERE AMONG CONTACT GROUP MEMBERS, 
FRENCH DCM (MLLE DE CORBIE) AND EMBASSY POLCOUNSELOR MET 
AFTERNOON APRIL 15 WITH K.K. BHARGAVA, lOINT SECRETARY (AE- 
RICA), MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL AFFAIRS, TO MAKE THEPOINTS SPEL- 
LED OUT BY THE CONTACT GROUP FOR PRESENTATION TO INDIAN AND 
THREE OTHER SECURITY COUNCIL MEMBERS. COPIES OF THE TALKING 
POINTS AND OF THE WORKING DRAFT RESOLUTION WERE LEFT WITH HIM. 

2. AFTER LISTENING TO THE PRESENTATION AND GOING OVER THE 
WRITTEN DOCUMENTS, BHARGAVA SAID HE WOULD PROMPTLY BRING THEM 
TO THE ATTENTION OF HIGHER AUTHORITY. HE ALSO SAID THAT THE 

GOI WOULD BE GETTING INSTRUCTIONS TO ITS UN MISSION. 

3. BHARGAVA'S OWN "INITIAL, PERSONAL" REACTION TO THE PRESEN- 
TATION WAS NOT ENCOURAGING. HE SAID THAT SINCE THERE HAD AS 
YET BEEN NO INDICATION FROM SWAPO AND THE SAG OF THEIR REAC- 
TION TO THE WESTERN PROPOSAL, IT SEEMED TO HIM PREMATURE TO 
REQUEST THE SYG TO REPORT ON ITS IMPLEMENTATION. HE ALSO SAID 
THAT THERE WERE DIFFERENCES ON THE PART OF THOSE CONCERNED 
ABOUT THE EUNCTIONS OF THE UN AND ABOUT THE POWERS OF THE 
SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. HE SAID IN THIS CONNECTION THAT INDIA 
CONTINUED TO BELIEVE THAT THE SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVES SHOULD 
HAVE GREATER AND MORE SPECIFIC AUTHORITY THAN SPELLED OUT IN 
THE WESTERN PROPOSAL. IT THUS SEEMED TO HIM PREMATURE TO 
REQUEST THE SYG TO APPOINT A SPECIAL REPRESENTATIVE. 
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4. BHARGAVA QUESTIONED US CLOSELY ABOUT THE SUPPORT OUR EF- 
FORTS TO WIN APPROVAL OF AN EARLY SECURITY COUNCIL MEETING 
ON NAMIBIA SEEMED TO US LIKELY TO RECEIVE. HE WAS FULLY 
AWARE OF THE STRONGLY NEGATIVE CAST TO THE INFORMAL CONSUL- 
TATIONS OF APRIL 13 AT THE SECURITY COUNCIL. ALTHOUGH HE DID 
NOT SPECIFICALLY SAY SO, HE SEEMED TO SUGGEST THAT OUR CON- 
TINUING EFFORTS TO GAIN SUPPORT WOULD BE FUTILE. TOWARD THE 
END OF THE DISCUSSION HE DID SUGGEST THAT PERHAPS A DRAFT 
RESOLUTION SIMPLY TAKING NOTE OF THE WESTERN PROPOSALS MIGHT 
BE USEFUL IN EXERTING A HELPFUL INFLUENCE ON SOUTH AFRICA AND 
SWAPO; HE ALSO WONDERED WHY NO MENTION HAD BEEN MADE IN THE 
DRAFT RESOLUTION OF THE UNGA. SPECIAL SESSION. BUT THESE 
WERE MINOR POINTS. THE PRINCIPAL CONCLUSIONS WE DREW WERE 

(1) INDIA STILL HAS MISGIVINGS ABOUT IMPORTANT ELEMENTS OF 
THE WESTERN PROPOSAL, NOTABLY ON THE ROLE OF THE SPECIAL 
REPRESENTATIVE AND ON WALVIS BAY, AND (2) THE GOI WAS UN- 
LIKELY TO SUPPORT A FORMAL SECURITY COUNCIL MEETING NEXT 
WEEK, PARTICULARLY IF, AS IT EXPECTS, SUCH A MEETING HAS 
LITTLE SUPPORT OUTSIDE THE WESTERN FIVE. 

FURTHER COMMENT: OUR DEMARCHE TOOK PLACE BEFORE WE HAD RE- 
CEIVED USUN REPORT (1465) OF DISCUSSIONS WITH lAIPAL. IF 
BHARGAVA WAS AT THAT POINT AWARE OF JAIPAL'S LOBBYING ACTIVI- 
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TY, HE DID NOT LET ON. NOT THAT, DESPITE HIS EEELING THAT 
SUCH EFEORTS WERE EUTILE, HE OR ANYONE ELSE HERE WOULD HAVE 
OBJECTED. WE GET THE IMPRESSION THAT ON SUCH TACTICAL ISSUES, 

MEA GENERALLY LETS JAIPAL CALL THE SHOTS. IN ANY EVENT, AND 
AS NOTED IN THE SUMMARY ABOVE (CLEARED WITH THE ERENCH AND 
PASSED TO THE OTHERS HERE), BHARGAVA'S OBJECTIONS TO OUR COURSE 
OE ACTION WERE BASED ON THE ALLEGED SHORTCOMINGS OF THE WEST- 
ERN PROPOSALS AS REELECTED IN THE DRAET RESOLUTION, NOT ON 
THE IDEA OE A EORMAL SESSION AS SUCH.
